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Was That A Burglar? 


Monday , July 13. was one of those day s in 
the U S Senate which loom large in the Con­ 
gressional Record, though not in the news. 
The only news which came out of the whole 
d« y s work was a speech on the conveniently 
clastic and endlessly controversial subject of 
M.cCarthy ism. 
But as a browser finds if he keeps browsing 
there was something done in the Senate last 
Monday that will ex cite some second thoughts. 
It had started the preceding Thursday . 
Holders of more than half a billion dollars’ 
« vorth of German bonds once considered so 
worthless many of them were destroy ed by 
their owners as scrap paper obtained Senate 
approval for pay ment in full plus accrued in­ 
terest at 5*6 per cent. 
In the same resolution which authorized this 
curious arrangement for the benefit of persons 
who kept the once-worthless bonds 
it 
was 
agreed that two-thirds of S2 billion lent to Ger­ 
many in the form of public money would be 
written off as a dead loss. 
In other words, what tax pay ers had advanced 
Germany ’s benefit couldn’t be repaid in 
full, or even in half, but what speculators had 
invested y ears ago in the defunct German re­ 
public and Hitler’s disastrous brand of socialism 
was still worth 100 cents on the dollar—if the 
speculators had saved the receipts. 
All this filled some 29 pages of The Con­ 
gressional Record for July 13, 1953. A similarly 
lengthy ex position had been req uired on July 
9 to ex plain what was going on. When it was 
an over, no one could be sure what really had 
gone on, ex cept someone was going to get more 
than half a billion dollars plus accumulated in­ 
terest that no one ever dreamed would be forth­ 
coming—and that U.S. tax pay ers were going to 
get another raw deal. 


Budgeting On The Dark Side 


Nothing takes the drudgery out of budgeting 
like an ever-rising income. 
The federal government and the states have 
been enjoy ing this kind of budgeting ever since 
the beginning of inflation. There have been 
times in recent y ears when federal income 
fattened up so rapidly it ex ceeded by as much 
as 29 per cent the previous official estimates 
of its size. 
There is a strong suspicion that it was plan­ 
ned that way ; that income was deliberately un­ 
derestimated to keep Congress from cutting 
tax es. Since the ex cess alway s was gobbled up 
by additional spending which thereafter became 
part of the nex t budget, inflation boomed mer­ 
rily along. 
Local government, meanwhile, was taking it 
in the neck, but no one cared about local gov­ 
ernment. It could appeal to Washington or the 
state capital if it wanted help. They ’d return 
its tax money , minus a 50 per cent discount 
for mishandling. 
But when inflation q uits booming, the dark 
side of budgeting comes into view. For the 
fiscal y ear that ended June 30, the original 
estimate of federal income was $71 billion. That 
estimate has been pared down until Sen. Taft 
estimated the other day it might drop down to 
as low as S65 billion. 
This is one of the main reasons why the 
federal government is in money trouble. It 
couldn’t balance its budget when' it was get­ 
ting more income than it thought it was going 
to get. It can’t balance its budget when the in­ 
come is dwindling. 
Local government budgeters now can ex tend 
their sy mpathy . If asked, they also could ex ­ 
tend their advice: Cut the coat to fit the cloth. 


Reds Hold Initiative 


The strongest Communist offensive in tw o 
y ears in Korea suggets there may be no further 
purpose in talking about a truce. The Com­ 
munists may have changed their minds. 
The Kremlin policy which was ended by get­ 
ting rid ol Beria may have been the recent 
attitude of conciliation. Beria is believed to have 
been its futhor. 
Word may have gone out to 
the 
Chinese 
Communists that their sponsors in the Kremlin 
desire a stepped-up pace in Asiatic aggression. 
Word may have gone out simultaneously to 
European Communists that the net result of the 
purge which started with Beria but which no 
one ex pects will end there is going to be a re­ 
newal of offensive action. 
There is a tendency in the United States *o 
apologize for speculation about these things, 
as if Americans should no 
admit that a hand- 
fUi of me.i in the Kremlin hold the inititative. 
These decisions are as vital to American in- 
teiests as Korean casualty lists which reveal 
uhat ;s happening to American men fighting 
in a war which their enemies began and ap- 
parently can continue to fight on their own 
terms

McCarthy Wins Point

Directive On Books Follows Recommendations 


Sen. McCarthy seems to have 
won his main point in his skirmish 
with the International Information 
Administration of the Department 
of State about books in overseas 
libraries, though one would hardly 
guess it from a reading of most of 
the dispatches out of Washington. 
An important part of the tex t of 
the State Department’s directive 
of instructions to the custodians of 
its libraries overseas was n o t 
generally printed. 
The key p o i n t in the contro­ 
versy has been whether there will 
be p e rm itt e d on 
government 
library shelves books written by 
avowed Communists or by persons 
who — citing the Fifth Amendment 
against self-incrimination 
— re­ 
fuse {to answer q uestions before 
congressional investigating c o m - 
mittees. 
Here is the full tex t of the para­ 
graph as issued by the i)epart- 
ment of State on the afternoon 
on July 15: 
“Works of avowed Communists, 
persons convicted of crimes irvolv-

Three years later Mu rphy gam­ 
bled everything to bu y the firm 
himself at a time when it had only 
two fu lltime employes and was 
grossing only $10.008 a year. 
Using his engineering sk ill and 
the k nowledge he had gained from 
consu lting medical men, Mu rphy 
redesigned the eq u ipment and de­ 
veloped a motor to give a pu lsing 
rotary movement instead of a 
simple vibration. 
"And I decided people offered a 
bigger mark et for mechanical mas­ 
sage appliances than hospitals,” 
he recalled. “My theory was that 
any home that has a refrigerator 
or a vacu u m cleaner also cou ld u se 
a mechanical massage u nit.” 
Mu rphy pu t his mechanical mas- 
sagers in department stores to 
rest the feet of tired shoppers.

Mr. Cross, who was born in eas­ 
tern Kansas Feb. 26, 1872, and who 
has lived in Greenford since 19 30, 
has filled u p a lifetime participat­ 
ing in all these. 
Althou gh seemingly inconsistent, 
they are all a part of him. And 
they su m u p io interests rather 
than vocations. 


MR. CROSS’S main vocation in 
life has been the oil bu siness Start­ 
ing as a pu mper and rou stabou t 
in the oil fields of Pennsylvania 
when 20 years old, and working 
there and in Ohio and West Vir­ 
ginia u ntil he was 31, the octoge­ 
narian knew the oil bu siness from 
the bottom u p. 
“ After 11 years of working for 
someone else,” he ex plains, “ I sav­ 
ed u p enou gh money to bu y a well 
of my own.” 
And bu y wells he did. When the 
depression hit this cou ntry in the 
early thirties, Mr. Cross had in­ 
terests in some 50 wells besides 
an oil cou ntry machine shop he 
owned. 
When the depression came it se­ 
verely hu rt his bu siness so he mov­ 
ed to Greenford where he had some 
small wells produ cing. Since that 
time he has sold them and the only 
oil he has now, he declares, is in 
his blood.

He 
has been a fan of the great Am­ 
erican game since the age of 12 
and played in semi-professional ball 
u ntil he was too old to play. 
He managed a semi-professional 
team in Bru in, Pa., for eight sea­ 
sons between 19 03 and 19 16 du ring 
which time his team won two- 
thirds of the games played
